Movement to Protect National 
Watersheds 


President Hoover and Secretary Wilbur 
catapulted the public lands question into the 
arena of public discussion in a most effective 
and far-reaching manner last summer when a 
tentative proposal was made to turn the 
surface of our unappropriated public domain 
lands, containing some 5,000,000 acres, 
over to the states for administration, reads an 
Editorial in the February number of “Out 
door America,” official publication of the 
Izaak Walton League of America 

Secretary Wilbur wisely said the West 
must become watershed-minded instead of 
homestead-minded It has been recognized 
for many years that our public domain lands 
are being devastated at a terrific pace by | 
unregulated grazing. Many of the watersheds 
of the far West have been almost ruined 
beyond redemption 


te 


Remedies have been suggested, but never 
before has an administration tackled the 
problem in a manner to focus public atten 
tion upon the seriousness of the stiuation. 

When the proposal was made it was 
feared by conservation leaders that it was 
just the entering wedge, and that ultimately 
the national forests, the minerals, and other 
public resources would be included, 

Many leaders in the West stated frankly | 
that the states could not administer these 
vast stretches of idle lands; that under state 
control they would become a political foot- 
ball, or quickly find their way into the hands | 
of large powerful owners, and not benefit 
small nearby ranchers or aid the cause of | 
conservation 

The states without exception balked at the 
proposal, and countered with a suggestion 
that the minerals should go with the offer 
Bills were introduced in Congress either as 
“trading horses’’ or to incite further dis 
cussion and bring about some sensible solu 
tion 

The President acted rather promptly by | 
appointing a Public Lands Commission to |

watersheds, by giving the Secretary of the 
Interior full grazing regulatory powers, 
seems to be the most likely solution. The 
report covering the Commission’s studies is 
sure to suggest a permanent remedy which 
will both protect the small landowner and 
recognize basic conservation needs.

Pathologist Questions Relation Between | 
a Blow and Cancer | 


Recently the State Department of Public 
Health released a statement that it had been | 
established that there was no relationship 
between cancer and a single injury either a | 
blow or a wound. While injury at one time | 
or another can be remembered by almost 
every patient who develops cancer, particu 
larly if it is an external growth, and while 
trauma thus causes much needless appre 
hension among the people, the matter is not 
as definitely established as the statement 
would lead one to suppose. Dr, James Ewing, 
pathologist at Cornell Medical College, has | 
said in this regard: 

“The traumatic origin of malignant 
tumors forms a voluminous and highly con- 
troversial chapter. Avoiding the contro 
versies it must be admitted that sarcomas of 
bone and brain, and more rarely still, carcin- 
omas, arise after single traumas, but how the 
injury produces this result escapes adequate 
explanation.”

He has 
the right idea that the greatest need is to 
keep the people’s consuming power up to 
good levels insofar as it is possible to do so. 
The Nation is indeed fortunate in having 
for its leader at a critical time like this a man 
who thoroughly understands business and 
whose economic vision, coupled with sound 
practicality, should do much to lead us on to 
recovery. However, it is positively not 
President Hoover's purpose to bolster up any 
false condition, or to encourage a revival of 
the speculative enthusiasm which contri- 
buted to the present trouble.

endeavor not to be swayed by mob psy- 
chology into the needless postponement of 
orders, or the postponement of normal im 
provement expenditures, Also workers should 
not be released or wages cut except where it 
is absolutely impossible to avoid such 
action. 


Push Foreign Trade 


The second vital way to help business is to 
push for additional sales’ outlets in foreign 
countries. We should not begrudge the 
export of gold that is now going on. There is 
still plenty of gold in the country and we can 
well atiord to spare some of it to countries 
where it is vitally necessary to support buy- 
ing power. As European finance becomes 
more stable and her industry prospers our 
export trade will prosper. The United States 
Department of Commerce has made great 
strides in recent years in the organization 
and dissemination of data on foreign mar- 
kets. American manufacturers should take 
full advantage of the facilities of this depart- 
ment. It is sometimes argued that since our 
foreign trade constitutes only about 10 per 
cent of our domestic production that is in- 
consequential and insufficient to influence
